MOSCOW — In the biggest step toward reintegration by any of 
the former Soviet republics, Russia and Belarus signed a treaty 
Wednesday meant to bring their people, economies and armies clos- 
er together. 

President Boris Yeltsin, who signed the accord with Belarusian 
-counterpart Alexander Lukashenko, stressed that the two Slavic 
nations will remain sovereign and separate. ' ■ 1 

The two countries plan to coordinate economic reforms and mili- 
tary activities, create joint energy and transportation systems and 
possibly introduce a common currency. They will set up a Supreme 
Council, including top leaders from both countries, to outline joint 
policies. 

The treaty appears to have solid support in both Russia and 
Belarus, although its critics argue that integrating the two struggling 
countries will only create more problems for both.

Ketchum woman pleads guilty to cheating firm, clients 


CHICAGO (AP) - An attorney 
has pleaded guilty to cheating 
her clients and law firm out of 
, more than $900,000, although she 
, blamed her actions bn prescrip- 
tion asthnia medication and 
• depression! 

“I now understand my mental 
capacity was severely diminisf »ed dur- 
ing that time,” said Maureen Walsh 
Fairchild, who now lives in Ketchum. 

She pleaded guilty to 23 counts 
of mail, bank and wire fraud. She 


used a type of plea that allows 
her to admit the government had 
enough evidence to prove its case 
while still maintaining that she 
did not ‘intend to cheat or 
• defraud anyone. 

In accepting the plea on 
Tuesday, U.S. District Judge 
Charles Norgle set sentencing for 
July 15. Fairchild, 40, could 
receive three to five years in 
prison and be ordered to pay 
fines and restitution. 


Fairchild was fired in 1994 
after six years with the Chicago 
law firm of Chapman and Cutlen- 
She was indicted last November 
for overbilling clients about 
$850,000 and cheating the firm of . 
an additional $50,000 in phony 
expenses. 

She told Norgle she committed

Shoshone landowners 
to-consider improvements

SHQSHONE - Shoshonej-esi- 
dents soon may see improve- 
ments to the city’s south 
- entrance, if enough landowners 
. support the idea. 

... — Tuesday night, City Council

Low precipitation offers hope to lowlands 

BOISE — Two months of below-nonnal precipitation in the moun- 
tains above Boise has lessened the likelihoo d of flmvling along the 
Boise River. • 

But federal offkinlsjwam that the danger still exits, with a forecast 
for near-record river flows in coming months, i 

The most recent federal forecast, in early March, estimated that 
2.6 million acre-feet of water will pour down the Boise River from 
April through July. That is just below the 1943 record of 2.69 million 
acre-feet. But it is a big drop from the early February prediction of 
3.75 million acre-feet, a record flow that c ha ll en g ed the capacity of 
the three reservoirs upstream of Boise to prevent flooding in low- 
lying areas. . * . 

Only 0.7 of an inch of precipitation was recorded at Boise Airport 
in the two months. The average is 24 inches.

New tools will allow better look at spent nuclear fuel 


POCATELLO (AP) — Idaho engineers have 
devised a way to check the condition of spent 
nuclear fuel in storage pools similar to moni- 
toring the health of a fetus by ultrasound. 

Workers will have a safer, more effective 
way to determine whether steel canisters that 
hold Idaho National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory’s radioactive spent 
fuel are in good condition before moving them. 

The used fuel is in water pools there. 

Under terms of Gov. Phil Bait’s deal with the 
U.S. Department of Energy, the waste must be 
moved to more modem dry storage by 2003. • 


The new Multi-Axis Ultrasonic-Video Data 
Acquisition System is scheduled to inspect the 
first of several hundred fuel cans in Septem- 
ber or October. 

In the early 1990s, the government dedded 
to halt reprocessing spent fuel at INEEL. But 
much of the material is in cans not designed to 
lost as long as the ones made today. 

Water seeping into a spent fuel container 
could corrode fuel, possibly creating hydrogen 
gas that could rupture the can if exposed to an 
ignition source. That could increase radiation 
risks or conta m i n a te storage water. 


Before the system was developed, the only 
way to examine the nuclear fuel cans was to 
lower a video camera on a pole into the 
water. That method did not tell inspectors 
anything about the condition of the can 
insider 

; Now, the equipment is lowered into a 
pool. Sensors emit sound waves that give 
an operator a three-dimensional electron- 
ic image of the can and fuel inside. 

It can reveal pits or cracks in the can, and 
the amount and location of any water that 
might have seeped inside.

Disney to charge for premium children’s Web side

ORLANDO, Fla. — Walt Disney Co. said 
Monday it wants to do in cyberspace what it . 
has done for years in movie theaters and ‘ 
theme parks,— entertain children for a profit. 

The company said it would launch this' 
month a subscription-based Internet site 
called Disney's Daily Blast. The site, aimed at 
children aged 3-12, will cost Internet sub- 
scribers $4.95 a month, or, $39.95 a year. 

The exact launch date wasn’t released, but 
the company said it would offer a sneak pre- 
view beginning April 9 for 10,000 Internet 
users who preregister at the site. 

.The.address; http://www.disneybla5t.com 
The service will be free to Microsoft 
Network subscribers. MSN will have exclusive 
rights for 10 months to distribute the service. 


After that, Disney can seek deals with - other 
online service providers. 

Disney’s decision to charge a subscription 
fee was seen os a bold move by Internet ana- 
lysts because most World Wide Web sites are 
frfee. Generally, those sites hope to support 
their ventures with advertising or online 
transactions. 

But Disney Online President Jake 
Wlnebaum, 87, said Monday it would be a mis- 
take not to charge for what essentially is a 
premium Internet service. He compared it to 
Disney's. cable television channel, also a pre- 
mium service. 

"To expect advertisers to pick up the entire 
cost of content is a model that no one has 
proven out yet,” Winebaum said. "If you don’t 
have content th(\t people are willing to pay 
for, that’s the bigger mistake.” 


Among Daily Blast’s fare: interactive games, 
comics and stories. There also will be a daily 
sports package produced in cooperation with 
ESPN and a current events feature produced 
by ABC News. The company promises 60 min- 
utes of new content every day. "It’s very play- ; 

■ - hil, very bright," Winebaum saidr"When-you-r 
log into the site, you are greeted by, a music • 
track. Every day there’s something new.” 
Winebaum ?aid one of Disney’s aims with 
iPoily Blast is to "embrace the Internet as an 
entertainment medium. We’ve tried to take 
advantage of all its capabilities and work 
within its limitations." ■ 

For example, the interactive gomes will be 
downloaded by users and played "locally” oh 
their computers. However, players con upload 
their results in the hope their scores will earn 
them a listing on a page of top performers.
